SABINA — Referendum petition 
or no, the Sabina Village Council 
Monday took three steps aimed at 
securing the proposed $730,000 sew­ 
er system for this Village — and, 
incidentally, aimed at securing a 
possible $52,100 in federal aid.

on a sewer site which has been 
offered the village. 
All three steps are necessary if 
the village is to get federal aid. A 
state health department proviso re­ 
quires a village to rhow “ intention 
and capability” of constructing a 
sewer system if it expects any aid

WALTER SCHUTT, Wilmington 
attorney advising the village, rec­ 
ommended each of the moves to 
courcil, pointing out: "if the refer- 
endum b l o c k s the project, you 
have lost nothing, and if it should 
happen not to block It, you can 
go ahead as if it was never there.” 
There is some feeling in Sa­ 
bina that enough signatures will 
be withdrawn from the petition to 
invalidate it before council acts 
on it. 
The volition, filed last week and 
boring 135 signatures, asks a vil 
lage vote on a March 3 ordinance 
which established the whole $730,- 
000 sewer program. 
Public tad private reasons fo r 
opposition to the program range 
from a feeling that the proposed 
system of financing is unsound to a 
feeling that the whole project de­ 
serves reconsideration. 
Sabina is under mandate from 
the lu te to have a cjwer project 
underway by Nov. 15 or be liable 
for fines. 
The village presently has no pub­ 
lic sewage disposal facilities, and 
some raw sewage is dumped by the 
Tillage into Wilson Creek.

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Money and Some of the School Questions 


“Just how important is money in edu­ 
cation? When it’s a matter of school qual­ 
ity, don’t dedicated teachers make the dif-* 
ference? Isn’t good teaching somet h i n g 
that comes from the heart, not the dollar.” 
The above was the opening paragraph 
in a pamphlet published by the Associated 
Public School Systems, an affiliate of The 
I n s t i t u t e of Administrative Research 
Teachers’ College, of Columbia Universi­ 
ty. It was brought to our attention by an 
official of the Washington C. H. public 
schools. 
In its lead article it further states: “The 
relation between cost and quality in edu­ 
cation has been investigated over a long 
period of time by many able researchers. 
The earliest researchers go back to t h e 
turn of the century, with impressive re­ 
sults. The overwhelming evidence f r o m 
studies of the relation between cost a n d 
quality shows that, in school as in most 
places, when you spend more you get 
more.” 
As a general proposition this can be ac­ 
cepted as a statement with which no one 
seriously can q u a r r e l , although there 
have been many places where this has not 
represented a completely true situation. 
The booklet, very ably prepared, goes 
Into many other phases of the question but 
on the whole is a defense of the cry for 
“more money for education” purposes. 
However it fails to malA? clear one of the 
chief questions raised by many competent 
people to the effect that sufficient money 
should be provided for proper education 
of school children, but more than is need­ 
ed cannot fail to do harm when some of 
this money is wasted on non-essentials 
and in other ways; also that there is a 
limit which educators should demand 
from a community from the viewpoint of 
that community’s economy, if the commu­ 
nity is to have its other civic needs for all 
its people, given the financial attention 
they deserve. 
The publication above referred to, also 
brings out certain findings in research ef­ 
forts and states in one paragraph: “In 
gardening, water isn’t everything, but you 
can’t grow flowers without it. In t h e 
school situation, besides money, t h e r e 
must be other components for good edu­ 
cation.” 
To this probably everyone will agree, 
•nd one component should be a regard for 
economy which should be practiced by 
schools as well as by businesses and in­ 
dividuals. 


Certainly there should be ample school 
rooms and proper health and ^safety con­ 
ditions for every school building. Many 
people however feel that many school peo­ 
ple and also many parents, insist upon too 
many unnecessary s c h o o l activities 
w h i c h call for too much additional tax 
money and which are not primarily con­ 
cerned with the fundamentals of good ed­ 
ucation. 
The pamphlet mentions many things 
which it says means better schools, among 
them — “schools can be too large and too 
small” , “school boards should be fiscally 
independent” , “trained professional lead­ 
ership is a must” , “community vitality is 
communicated to schools” , “willingness 
to experiment is as vital in education as 
in industry” . 
Many pages are covered by the pam­ 
phlet which c o n t a i n s sound readi n g 
with reference to what public schools 
should do and have. It admits for one 
thing that “increased school costs don’t 
always mean school betterment” . It fur­ 
ther reveals that “There are forces push­ 
ing school costs up that have nothing to 
do with school betterment” and calls at­ 
tention to inflation as one of these. It cites 
charts and graphs to support its views, 
based on educational surveys, but it is 
concerned largely with growing and bet­ 
ter schools. 
One thing not stressed is something 
which people who have to pa y the bills 
h a v e to worry over. T h e r e is a lim­ 
it to what the m o d e r a t e income cit­ 
izen, perhaps heavily in debt for a home, 
can afford to pay, since most schoot taxes 
are based on real estate rather than on in­ 
dividual income through an income tax. 
Thus many who can well afford to pay the 
extra taxes often sought for schools, are 
not equally sharing in the school expenses, 
regardless of how many children t h e y 
have in school, because they do n o t 
choose to <ywn taxable properly. 
Just recently Marion B. Folsom, U. S. 
Secretary of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare, took the view that lack of funds for 
education is only a symptom of a more 
deep - seated problem — the need for a 
new emphasis on the pursuit of learning 
and a greater respect for intellectual 
achievement. 
That is a message heard often nowa­ 
days. The big question is how well it’s go­ 
ing to take root in the school systems 
where it can do the most good.

Bulganin as head (rf the Soviet 
state bank is not quite the retire­ 
ment that became the lot of Molo­ 
tov, 
Malenkov,

a n d 
Kaganovitch. 
Bulganin has been given an ex­ 
tremely important posiUon, one 
that he held earlier in his career 
but that now becomes 
v e r y 
much more significant as Soviet 
Russia develops the world m ar­ 
ket for gold and engages as a 
capitalist, making loans to for­ 
eign countries. 
In fact Soviet Russia Is seek­ 
ing to take the place left vacant 
b> Great Britain as the leader 
of international finance 
T h i s 
place was available to the Unit­ 
ed States, the principal capital­ 
i s t country', but our financial 
operations abroad were princi­ 
pally limited to assisting govern­ 
ments and to eleemosynary en­ 
deavors. 
There has also been consider- 
ible private financing abroad, but 
whatever we have done seems 
not to have influenced the mid­ 
dle class, the worker and intel­ 
lectual to favor us, except in filch 
countries as Italy, Greece, Tur­ 
key and West Germany. 
Now, Soviet Russia is develop­ 
ing this field in various parts of 
the world 
The recent agree­ 
ment with Ceylon is character­ 
istic of the operation 
Ceylon had been a British area 
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economically and into It Britain 
poured enormous quantities of 
capital. On Feb. 25 of this year, 
Soviet Russia and Ceylon signed 
an agreement at Colombo which 
contains interesting features. I 
quote them from the Tass official 
release: 
. .It provides for coopera­ 
tion in realization of plans f o r 
Ceylon’s economic development, 
namely surveying and design­ 
ing irrigation and hydro - engin­ 
eering projects, developing land 
for the planting of sugar cane; 
designing and constructing 
an 
iron and steel works, an automo­ 
bile and tire factory, a f l o u r 
mil) and elevator, a building m a­ 
terials works and other establish­ 
ments. It also plans development 
of the peat industry, joint scien­ 
tific research and technical co­ 
operation to i n c r e a s e fishing 
hauls, and the equipment of study 
rooms in secondary schools. 
The Soviet Union will also ren­ 
der technical assistance in t h e 
utilization of separate irrigation 
installations dem o I i s h e d by 
floods. .” 
This is a tall order and cannot 
be covered by the long - t e r m 
loan of 120 million roubles which 
Soviet Russia is lending Ceylon 
for 12 years at 2.5 per cent an­ 
nual interest, which is low, in- 
dc*ed. 
However, Ceylon needs money 
to amortize this loan. Ceylon can 
pay in goods, particularly tea, the 
goods to be priced in pounds ster­ 
ling “or other freely convertible 
currency by agreement between 
the sides.” 
As Soviet Russia is po un n g 
gold into the world free gold m ar­ 
ket, especially through London 
and Switzerland, it is possible to 
establish a valuta arrangem ent 
here which could be very bene­ 
ficial to Ceylon and which would 
make that country increasingly 
dependent on Russia. It is excel­ 
lent trading on a strictly capital­ 
istic basis. 
But to it Russia adds features 
which the British abandoned long

ago, namely that Russian experts 
and technicians assist in carry­ 
ing through the provisions a n d 
that Ceylonese be sent to Russia 
as students, returning to t h e ir 
own country as Russified experts. 
This is exactly what all anti • 
imperialists complained that the 
British were doing. 
The Soviet State Bank is a cen­ 


tral bank which plays an impor­ 
tant role in determining the value 
of the rouble and in the creation 
of credit in such transactions as 
I described. 
Bulganin has had considerable 
experience in this field and seems 
to be able to think in bourgeois 
term s, which is necessary for a 
good banker. 
I 
is therefore not at all sur­ 
prising that Khrushchev should 
have put his former travel i n g 
companion into this p o s i t i o n 
where he can fight capitalism 
with capitalistic weapons — gold, 
credit international finance. 
The day may come when Soviet 
Russia feels sufficiently strong 
to make the gold rouble the basic 
currency of the Soviet Universal 
state, thus causing a consider­ 
able upset in the exchange valqe 
of currencies in ail the capitalis­ 
tic countries. 
Soviet Russia has enough gold 
to put her own or a special ex­ 
port currency on 
gold r *erve 
and can mine gold within her 
own territory in important quan­ 
tities. 
This is something that s o m e 
Americans thought worth looking 
into two years ago. It was sug­ 
gested as a subject for study by 
the Senate Internal Security Sub­ 
committee. 
This committee made several 
false starts and then dropped the 
subject, because no senator was 
willing to preside at dull hearings 
on a subject which apparently 
few understand. The time of ad­ 
vantage may have been lost.

Ike Said To Ponder 
Alternative: M ixing 
Reason with Faith 


WASHINGTON - P re s e n t Ei­ 
senhower was confronted 
l a s t 
week with a question that men 
have asked in Holy Week for over 
a thousand years It is: How shall 
we face our problems—by reason 
alone or with reason and faith? 
Jam es 
(Scotty) 
Reston, 
chief 
correspondent in the nation’s cap­ 
ital for the New York Times, re­ 
ports that the issue arose in the 
very highest organ of the govern­ 
ment, the National Security Coun­ 
cil, over the Administration’s dis­ 
armament policy. The s p e c i f i c 
question was whether the United 
States should agree to modify its 
policy in the hope of taking a first 
step toward world inspection of the 
arm s race. A"d the ancient ques­ 
tion arose: How shall we judge: 
Reston continued: 
The military rested its case on 
the hard ground of reason and fact. 
It concentrated on the ponderables. 
The United States has to continue 
testing endear weapons. 
Small 
atomic weapons had to be devel­ 
oped. “Clean” weapons had to be 
developed. An a t o m i c defense 
against 
intercontinental 
weapons 
had to be developed And that was 
Bot aU. 
In 
military term s the United 
blate* and its allies had to devel­ 
op better and more accurate mis­ 
siles to stay even with the Soviet 
Un»n The Russian* could destroy 
the heart of Europe and 
Britain ; 
with 
intermediate range 
missiles 
fired from Eastern Europe or the 
western borders of the Soviet Un­ 
ion But the West had to produce 
longer-range missiles of greater 
accuracy in order to reach the 
heart of industrial Russia, which , 
was scattered deep in the Asian 
win! cr land. 
The same was true, this argu­ 
ment continued, in the defense of 
cities. Soviet submarines could de-, 
•troy most of our cities with com­ 
paratively s ..»rt range m islies be 
cause most of our population lived j 
near th* coasts, while the Soviet, 
Cities were not near the coasts, but 
deep inland. 
Secretary of State Dulles had a 
deferent premise. He did not deny \ 
the validity of these ponderables, 
but argued that the imponderables ( 
of life were often a better guide to 
history Power alone c o u l d not 
to k e our problems. Each new set 
of weapons would produce another, 
le t on the other side. The world 
was co in g for some small break 
In the arm s race Political consid 
•rations could no* be ignored. 
Here, then, is the ancient ques­ 
tion: 
What must we do to be 
saved? Is power to be the test1’ Or 
does reason have to rely on faith 
to save it from despair? 
A Russian divine, Nicholas Ber- 
dyaeff, who has had the experi­ 
ence of being punished by both the 
Tsars and the Bolsheviks, stated 
the issue long ago: 
“Things happen in the mind be­ 
fore they aie revealed in history 
There is something shaken and 
•haltered in the soul of modern 
man We are entering the realm of 
the unknown and unlived, joyless­ 
ly and without much hope 
• “We are witnessing the end of 
the Renaissance, and of the hu­ 
manism which was its spiritual 
basis. Our faith in man it shaken 
to foundations. This is a time of 
apiritual decadence, of loneliness 
and dereliction ” 
What then, is the way of escape? 
Not by power, or materialism, he 
lays. but by faith. “ Earthly life is 
beautiful and valuable only when 
•ne believes in eternal life.” 
This was the theme of the Eas­ 
ter festival and perhaps .the most 
Important fact in Washington to­ 
day is that roster Dulles seems to 
be coming back to it in the ev e-, 
Bing of his days. 
“ Something has gone wrong with 
our nation,” he wrote eight

BORES BOREDOM 
Until lately, we must admit, rifle club fans and thc.r pet topic 
filled us with an almost dizzying disinterest. Discussion of smallbore* 
and big-bores and all that goes with it left us mainly plain-bored. 
Our opinion wag changed through the efforts of one Richard 
McConnaughey, former Record-Herald staffer who now edits the 
magazine Trap and Field in Indianapolis. Dick convinced us that some 
of the trapshooters, and such similar lines of abstruse sportsmen, 
actually have a purpose and a point. 
And so we have been paying particular attention to the news of 
gun clubs and shooting activity around the state, on which we herein 
make some comments. 
First off, let us note the astounding scope of Dick’s favorite rifle, 
activity, trap shooting. This Sunday’s sporting calendar lists no less 
than three trap meets in Ohio (one at Lancaster, one at Troy and one 
at Steubenville) while next Sunday’s lists no less than six (at Can­ 
ton, Mowrystown, Medway, Madison, Paulding and Pataskala). 
And second, let us note the less considerable but perfectly stable 
field for rifle shooting fans. There is a meet the weekend of April 26 
and 27 at Lima, and a meet May 17 and 18 at Camp Perry, for example.
